lately comme ‘ as connecting hoks 
| in the great chain, that enites the east and the 
west, and the north aad the south—a powerful 
stimulant, that cannot fail to secure their speedy 
completion. These important wprovements, 
when in successfal operation, will give to our 
citizens an amazing increase of business. They 
will bring the business sections of our state 
nearer together, and greatly facilitate travelling 
and the traneportation of merchandise—they 
will develope the resources of our state, by af- 
fording good markets for mineral and agricul- 
tural products, and they will bring within our 
b Jaries, hundreds and th a af he 
chants from otber states, to purchase of us com- 
modities, which hitherto they have obtained 
principally eleewh It is therefore, we think, 
Bo more than a reasonable expectation to anti- 
cipate that the day is not far distant when Penn- 
sylvania will control the principal trade of the 
west—when Philadelphia will be the great em- 
porium of the Atlantic sea board, and Pittsburg 
and Erie, the great depots for the trede of the 
Lakes and the Valley of the Mississipp. 

The increase of capital placed within the 
reach of the trading community by this bill, will 
have a great effect in stimulating private enter- 
prise, and in facilitating those operations which 
render trade profitable to the merchant, me- 
chanic and tradesman.
